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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


A 12.89 percent increase in general revenue receipts was recorded through 
the first 11 months of the 1977-78 fiscal year. The increase is for the 11-month 
period ending May 31, 1978. 

The increase in general revenue receipts has continued throughout the cur- 
rent fiscal year, demonstrating stability in the financial condition of Missouri 
business and industry. The increase exceeds the 10.54 percent increase projected 
for the 1977-78 fiscal year by the Missouri Office of Administration. 

Contributing to the continued high level of increased receipts was a signifi- 
cant drop in the Missouri unemployment rate, which declined to 4.9 percent in 
April. The decline produced the lowest unemployment rate for the month of April 
since 1974, with about 109,000 persons unemployed out of a total work force of 
more than 2.2 million workers. 

General revenue receipts of the state government for the fiscal year through 
May totaled $1,317,821,820. The total represented an increase of $150,510,510 
over the previous comparable period. 


The largest increase in state revenue continues to be in the category of 
individual income tax receipts. Revenue from this source through May was up 
14.66 percent and totaled $479,899, 233. 

Corporate income tax receipts were $82,001,090, representing a gain of 4.18 
percent. 

Sales tax receipts were $597,143,918; up 12.99 percent. 

Liquor, beer and wine tax receipts were up 0.17 percent, with receipts total- 
ing $23,710,146.
